But since Mr. Fleming 
made that threat ‘events . have 
moved fast, Britain is-moving to- 
ward the European Inner Six, as it 
must, and perhaps the thinking of 
the Diefenbaker government has 
moved forward also. 

At any rate, -Mr:-Pearson~has 
laid before Canadians in stark terms 
the options plainly facing them. 

He is quite right in saying that 
Canada can attempt to revive its 
stagnant economy by raising its 
tariffs, restricting ‘foreign trade 
and, of course, assuring retaliation 
from its foreign customers—a hope- 
less ‘policy as we found when we 
adopted it in the nineteen-thirties. 

Or Canada can commit its econ- 
omy to the United States in some 
kind of North American trade area 
which would undermine and in the 
end probably destroy Canadian 
nationality. 

Or we can rely on the complex, 
snail-slow. tariff negotiations of 
GATT.-to—lowertariffs throughout 
the world, but GATT bit yee too 
slowly for our eS t moves 
6th aa BE Camas 
government is moving to increase 
its own tariffs.
